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Fire-Safe Housekeeping 
Both Indoors and Out 


Fires love piles of papers, 
heaps of old clothing, toys and 
other trash, says Capt. Ray Gon- 
salves of the Albany Fire De- 
partment’s Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau. So, think twice before you 
“save it,” and you won't give 
fire a place to start. Piles of 
boxes, bags, papers, clothing, 
etc., can be the origin of a fire 
which could block your escape. 

Dust mops and cleaning ma- 
terials must ‘have ventilated and 
fire-safe storage. Be sure and 
store wax and polish cloths in 
closed metal cans — as they 
could flare-up spontaneously, 
unless properly stored. 

Group your articles stored in 
your attic or basement in separ- 
ate boxes or containers, such as 
winter clothing, family papers, 
Christmas decorations, etc, And, 


never use matches or candles 
to illuminate your storage ar- 
eas. 

Gasoline for power mowers, 


outboard engines, etc., must be 
kept in approved metal safety 
cans, and only a small amount 
should be kept on hand. All re- 
fueling should be done in the 
out-of-doors, and away from dry 
grass or trash, which could 
tempt and spread fire quickly, 
especially when close to build- 
ings.
